These contentions were made in 


a 
15.000-word 
"memorandum" 


which the office of Robert N. Den- 
ham, general counsel of the Nation- 
al Labor Relations board filed in 
court. Denham signed it, also two 
of his top aides who came here 
for the injunction hearing. 


At the same time, in another 


memorandum prepared for filing 
today, ITU lawyers renewed their 
attack on constitutionality of sec- 
tion 10 (J.) of the Taft-Hartley 
act, under which Denham's office 
is seeking the injunction. 


To Argue S Questions 


They told Judge Swygert he has 


no right to consider merits of the 
proposed injunction until the con- 
stitutionality question has been 
entirely settled. 


Today's opening session of the 


ITU injunction battle, the biggest 
and most complex injunction case 
yet to arise under the Taft-Hart- 
ley act, was expected to be taken 
up with arguments on three pre- 
liminary questions: 


1. Whether the law violates the 


constitution. The union argued 
that the injunction provision is 
unconstitutional in that it confers 
other than judicial powers on the 
courts and makes the courts a 
mere link in an administrative pro- 
cess, since the five-man NLRB will 
have the final decision on whether 
the union has violated the law. 


2. Whether Denham's office was 


the proper agency to ask for the 
injunction 
(the union says only 


the five-man NLRB could do it). 


Consider Other Issue* 


3. Whether other parties would 


be allowed to take part in the in- 
junction 
hearing, such as the 


American Newspaper 
Publishers 


association which filed the original 
"unfair labor practice" 
charges 


against the ITU, and the Chicago 
Typographical local union, which 
has been on strike against Chicago 
newspapers since Nov. 24. 


The main charge, among many, 


against the ITU is that of insist- 
ing on a continuation of closed- 
shop conditions despite the Taft- 
Hartley ban on a closed shop. (In 
a closed shop, the employer is 
bound to hire only union members 
and to fire anybody who leaves 
the union).

graphs. 


Baffin IslanS is one of the 


fourth or fifth largest islands ii 
the world, comprising 
approxi 


mately 23,800 square miles. The 
island of which we are talking 
lies 400 miles south of the North 
Pole. It is inhabited by Mongol 
ians to the extent or 2,000 or 3, 
000 of the population. 


The Aurora jBorealis gives the 


natives a yellowish light for 
period 
of 
four 
and 
one-half 


months, these being, the longes 
days. 


The citizens of Baffin land live 


in snow blocks or igloos, as they 
are sometimes called. These can 
be built in one hour and one-half 
and can be knocked down everj 
day or two 
when 
the 
family 


moves in search of food 


The "people fish and hunt for 


a living. 
They utilize everything 


possible that is furnished them 
by nature. . The 
bone needle 


made from the hoof of a rein-

the reindeer. 
This 
method 
of 


weaving was cleverly illustrated 
by Anauta. 


A summer suit of reindeer skin 


trimmed with ornamented beads 
was modeled by Anauta.

marriage 
ceremony 
was 


brought out by her. 


The dead of the land of Anauta 


are buried within 24 hours after 
death occurs. 
They are buriec 


on a high hill in a rock shelter 
the chinks being filled with snow, 
In order to prevent wild animals 
from destroying the remains, they 
bury the deceased in a sleeping 
bag of skin with the head ex- 
posed as if asleep. 


The Baffin Islanden have tvvo 


costumes, the winter which real- 
Jy consists of two suits sewed to- 
gether and the summer, which 
was modeled by Anauta. 


When the weather detains the 


children from going outside to 
play, they are taught characters 
which they will use later in writ- 
ing. 
These characters are simi- 


lar to Greek hyroglifics.

time for these people,

know how old they are.
